the custom for the landowners to

Hardeman Walker. Walker, a ro­ 
mantic figure known to his con- 
temporaiies as the “Czar of 
the 
Valley”, was born on 
February 
13, 1794, one hundred and forty- 
five years ago this week. 
Walker is believed to 
be 
the 
first man to settle in the territory 
of Pemiscot county solely for the 
purpose of agriculture. 
He came 
| across the Mississippi river from 
Fayette county. Tennessee, about 
1810, settling at Little Prairie, a 
frontier trading 
post 
near 
the 
present site of Caruthersville. Here 
he acquired a tract of land extend­ 
ing for miles along the bank 
of 
the Mississippi river, and an im­ 
mense herd of wild cattle, mainly 
valuable for their hides and 
for 
the beef needed for the tables of 
early settlers. 
When the New Madrid 
earth­ 
quake 
of 
1811-1812 
frightened 
most of the inhabitants out of the 
county, Walker remained. 
Dur­ 
ing the administration of William 
Clark as governor 
of 
Missouri 


Local tradition pictures Walker as 
vigorously working to push south­ 
ward the thirty-six 
degree 
and 
thirty minute boundary, asked for 
in early petitions, and as 
being 
the person most responsible 
for 
securing the change. 
Backed up by John Scott and by 
Influential lawyers and politicians 
in Jackson and Ste. Btnevieve, the 
business and political centers south 
of St. Louis at that time, .Walker 
evidently urged the territorial as­ 
sembly to adopt memorials 
en­ 
larging the southern 
limits. 
He 
probably received additional 
aid 
from 
his 
brother-in-law, 
Dr. 
Robert A. Dawson, member of the 
territorial council from New Mad­ 
rid, and from Alexander Buckner, 
Judge Richard S.

Walker is said to have entertained 
the surveying party royally in an 
attempt to persuade them to fol­ 
low this course.
